"A week before the relief our rations

This was 
distributed to the townsfolk at the 
town ija.1], ami every householder had 
to have a. permit signed by Major 
Gorle certifying the number of inouths 
to he fed IE his house. My landlady bad 
a <;ack of Uour -which she had hidden 
away in case she might get hard up. 
Officers had made inspections at every 


tisf at the time they were taking the 


census, and this sack was discovered. 
They reckoned how much tread the 
old semi should bo able to make from 
it, and this quantity they stopped from 
her allowance. Water tras turned on 
for twrt hours every dar, and no one 
was allowed to waste a drop. We were 
only allowed to use it for washing and 
cooking. 


"There -was a gooci Ruppiy of Trans-

West, of Belle fbntaine, who has often 
been the guest of ilrs. W. L. Macken- 
zie, of this city, will be grieved to 
learn of tbe sudden death of Mrs. 
West's father, Mrs. Judge Johnson, of 
Wooster, which occurred at Mansfield. 
last week. The Mansfield Shield gSvss 
the following account of the sad acci- 
dent which caused Judge Johnson's 
death. 


The nazmnerin which the accident 


happened is as follows: Mr. Johnson 
arrived in the city at 3:30 on B. & O. 


from the south and went to the 


Tremont house opposite the Union de- 
aot. He inquired of the clerk there 
what time he could get a train to 
Woosier. After being isforomd that 
Pennsylvania No. 20. which leaves h»re 
at 6:15 p, ui., was the first train, he 
cheeked his baggage and started to- 
wards the depot* It was then about 
4:15 o'clock. As he nearsd the Erie 
tracks tbe west bound local >ro. 37, 
which runs ietween Kent and Gilion 
<icd is due here at 4:15 o-'clock, crossed 
the Pennsylvania tracks. Mr. John- 
son waited on the walk until the engine 
and several cars attached to it had 
mssed. He then started to cross to 
ihe depot and at the same time •watch- 
ed tne receding engine and cars but 
did not see the rear end of the train 
approaching on the same track. Just 
as he got In the center of the track the 
cars struck him-on the back and shoved 
iimseveiaifeetab.6adcf.it. 
He re-' 


ained his equiribrium and had time 
:nough to get off the track, hut unfor- 
unately tie spaces between the ties 
there are not fiDed in with dirt so as 
o allow the interlocking switch appar- 
atus and ts ires to work smoothly and 
•us feet caught in the wires. The car 
r,ave him a second jolt and this time 
mocked him across the track and the 
wheels of the cars and caboose ran 
iver his body "killing hsm Instantly. 


Coroner JBushnell was notified, he 


viewed the remains' and took posses- 
ion of Mr. Johnson's personal proper- 
y which consisted of about Sll in 
money, letters, railro id passes and 
•ther personal ..effects. An examina- 
ion of the body showed that his skull 
was badly fractured, jaw broken, right 
houlder and both arms crushed to a 


right hand smashed, besides 


several bruises and cuts about the legs 
and body.
